JUUUS end ETHEL BOSENBEBG and MORTON SOBELL were 
oonvlcted in the United States District Covrt, Southern District 
of Mew Yor;:, on March 29, 1951/ on a charge of conspiracy to . 
commit cBplonage on behalf of the Union of Soviet Socialist ' 

Republics (USSR). The ROSENBERGS were sentenced to deaths 
April 5, 1951, end MORTOH SOBELL was sentenced to 30 yean. 

Imprisonment on the same date. JUI^TUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG were 
legally executed at Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, New York, on 
June 19, 1953.
